On that day a year ago the first 
meeting of the Council was held at 
Paris and the formal organization of 
the League effected. The intervening 
twelve months have been much trou­ 
bled by echos of the great war and 
by the feverish efforts of the world 
to reach some sort of new equili­ 
brium. The handicap thus placed on 
the first attem pt at a world-wide 
international organization has been 
tremendous. 
A year ago the League had twenty- 
three declared members. 
Today it 
bas forty-nine, Nicaragua and Hon­ 
duras having completed their ratifica­ 
tions, while the forty-one delegations 
comprising the Assembly were still 
in session at Geneva, where six new 
members were 
granted 
admission, 
two of 
them being 
form er enemy 
states. 
Majority in League 
The present 
membership of the 
League represents an estim ated total 
population of 1.247,000,000 to which 
can be* added another 12,000,000 peo­ 
ple living in mandatory territories. 
Eleven more states, with a total pop­ 
ulation of 44,000,000 have applied for 
membership, leaving a total of only 
361.000,000 people wholly outside. 
One year ago the League machin­ 
ery consisted of the Council and an 
incipient Secretariat with insufficient 
tem porary quarters at London. To­ 
day the League has a home of its 
own in this city, where the staff of 
the General Secretariat, consisting of 
several hundred people from a score 
of 
countries, occupies 
175 rooms, 
while a nearby building has eight 
rooms used for comm ittee meetings 
and as offices for the various member 
states. 
About sixty international treaties 
have been registered by a score of 
nations under the Covenant provis­ 
ion for 
open 
diplomacy. 
Partly 
through the labors of the Secretariat 
and partly through a number of In­ 
ternational conferences 
held under 
the auspices of the League, most of 
the subsidiary or auxiliary organiza­ 
tions 
prescribed by

The first steps have been taken 
toward the creation of a Perm anent 
International 
Court with extensive 
judicial powers.

Perm anent or provisional commis­ 
sions have been established to deal 
with the problem of disarm am ent;
